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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF 

HEALTH  for  the  Year  1944 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Ripley  Urban  District  Council : 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1944.  To  this  Report  is  appended  the  Report  and 
Statistics  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  Report  has  been  drawn 
up  on  the  lines  indicated  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular 
49/45. 

The  absence  of  suitable  maternity  accommodation  still 
remains;  the  provision  of  a  maternity  ward  attached  to  the 
Ripley  Hospital  would  be  a  welcome  addition  to  the  amenities 
of  the  town. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  provision  of  an 
adequate  water  supply  to  each  house  in  the  district.  Unfortun¬ 
ately,  there  still  remain  many  houses  without  a  suitable  supply. 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  district  continues  to 
deteriorate.  I  would  again  suggest  that  the  Council  consider  the 
defining  of  a  minimum  housing  standard  to  at  least  include  : 

Suitable  means  of  heating  water.  The  provision  of 

Bathrooms.  To  be  provided  with  working  Kitchen  com¬ 
plete  with  all  modern  facilities.  The  use  of  electricity  for 

lighting  and  cooking  purposes. 

t 

I  hope  that  under  the  new  Planning  Scheme  through  roads 
will  be  provided  and  cul-de-sacs  avoided. 

Immediately  the  houses  are  available,  the  Council  will  have 
seriously  to  consider  the  rehousing  of  many  families  who  dwell 
in  buildings  which  fall  short  of  standards  demanded  for  the 
housing  of  milk  beasts. 

During  the  year  the  efficient  control  of  infectious  diseases  in 
the  area  was  seriously  prejudiced  by  the  holding  of  several  Fairs. 

The  supervision  of  the  milk  supply  has  been  maintained.  It 
is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  the  number  of  farms  producing 
accredited  milk  continue  to  increase. 


At  the  time  of  writing  this  Report,  the  few  remaining  ash¬ 
pits  in  the  area  are  being  abolished.  It  will  be  a  great  stride 
forward  when  the  whole  of  the  pail  closets  and  privies  in  the 
area  are  also  converted. 

May  I  suggest  that  the  Council,  as  soon  as  possible,  recon¬ 
sider  the  sewering  of  the  Hartshay  Ward.

A  new  industry  in  the  district  is  the  processing  of 
Flax.  Factories  in  the  area  employing  mainly  female  labour, 
manufacture  hair  and  fibre  cloths,  candle  wicks,  and  plaited  lace, 
etc.  None  of  these  industries  are  prejudicial  to  health.

(d)  Tuberculosis  Clinic:  Cases  of  Tuberculosis  from  the  area 
are  put  under  the  Medical  supervision  of  the  County  T.B.  Officer, 
Dr.  C.  Kingston,  at  the  T.B.  Dispensary,  Grange  Street,  Alfreton, 
on  Thursdays,  10  a.m.  to  12.30  p.m.  Facilities  are  also  available 
for  Radiographic  Examination  to  be  carried  out  at  the  T.B.  De¬ 
partment,  County  Offices,  Derby. 

(e)  Venereal  Disease:  The  Centre  for  the  Treatment  of  V.D. 
in  this  area  is  the  Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary.

G. — PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  (95  cases)  shows  a  marked 
increase  and  Diphtheria  (five  cases)  has  been  normal,  no  deaths 
occurring. 

The  accommodation  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  has  been  ade¬ 
quate. 

Influenza  was  present,  and  was  of  a  mild  type. 

Diphtheria  : 

The  immunisation  scheme  continued  to  operate;  during  the 
year  431  children  were  immunised.  Up  to  date  the  following 
number  of  children  have  been  immunised  in  the  area: 

Under  5  years,  977.  5  to  15  years,  2,365.  Total  3,342. 
During  the  year  81  throat  swabs  have  been  examined  by  the 
County  Council  Laboratory  from  suspected  cases  of  diphtheria. 

Scabies : 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scabies  and 

Impetigo  has  fully  justified  the  maintenance  of  the  Alfreton  and 
Ripley  Scabies  Clinic.  The  public  continue  to  respond  by  coming 
forward  for  treatment  without  undue  delay,  and  in  no  case  has 
the  compulsory  provisions  of  the  Scabies  Order  been  enforced.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  for  the  year 
1944  of  the  Sanitary  Administration  in  the  Urban  Area.  The 
Report  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Circulars  issued  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  Sanitary  Officers  Order  1935  requires 
Sanitary  Inspectors  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  31st  Decem¬ 
ber,  to  furnish  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  with  a  report  of 
their  work  during  the  year.

ERADICATION  OF  VERMIN 

Bedbugs : 

There  are  a  few  houses  in  the  district  infested  with  bed¬ 
bugs,  fortunately  none  of  the  infestations  are  of  a  serious  charac¬ 
ter.  36  visits  were  made  to  suspected  cases  of  infestation,  none 
of  which  required  action  to  be  taken  by  the  Council.  The  use  of 
Zaldecide  has  been  found  quite  satisfactory  in  the  destruction  of 
this  type  of  vermin. 

Beetles  : 

Number  of  houses  supplied  with  Beetle  Powder  : 

Council  Houses  121  ;  Private  Houses  18. 


Beetle  Powder  is  issued  free  to  tenants  of  Council  houses  and 
it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  tenants  of  most  of  the  infested 
houses  have  taken  advantage  of  this  service.  The  quality  of  the 
powder  has  steadily  deteriorated  during  the  war  period. 

Rats  : 

Energetic  steps  have  been  taken  during  the  year  to  control 
the  rat  infestation  of  the  district,  a  thorough  survey  being  made 
of  all  premises  in  the  district  in  accordance  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Infestation  Order,  1943.  The  only  heavy  infesta¬ 
tion  found  was  along  a  water  course  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
district;  however,  the  severity  of  this  infestation  varies  consid¬ 
erably  according  to  the  season. 

Two  members  of  the  Cleansing  Staff  were  trained  in  the 


latest  methods  of  rat  destruction.

I  am  indebted  to  Dr.  Iredale  and  his  staff  at  the  County 
Laboratory  for  their  kind  assistance  on  many  occasions. 


Of  the  92  samples  submitted  for  the  Biological  Test  for 
Tubercule  Bacilli,  by  animal  innoculation,  three  proved  positive. 
The  County  Medical  Officer  was  notified,  and  action  taken  by  the 
Divisional  Veterinary  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
resulting  in  four  animals  being  slaughtered  under  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Order. 

The  results  of  all  samples  are  forwarded  to  the  producers; 
in  the  case  of  unsatisfactory  results  a  warning  letter  and  instruc¬ 
tions  are  forwarded  regarding  the  production  of  clean  milk,  and 
a  further  sample  is  obtained.

Sampling  under  the  above  Scheme  ceased  at  the  end  of 
August  due  to  the  Ministry’s  decision  not  to  supply  details  of 
results.  This  was  a  very  unfortunate  step  particularly  when  one 
finds  that  sampling  from  that  date  has  not  been  undertaken  with 
any  degree  of  regularity  by  the  staff  of  the  Ministry  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  and  Fisheries. 

Regarding  the  visits  to  farms  arising  from  unsatisfactory 
Resazurin  results,  the  last  request  for  an  inspection  was  made 
on  the  26th  of  September,  1944;  from  that  date,  unsatisfactory 
results  have  not  been  followed  up  regularly  by  the  responsible 
Ministerial  Officials. 

Despite  the  above  omissions,  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries  will,  on  the  appointed  day,  become  responsible  for  the 
whole  of  the  production  side  of  the  milk  industry.  This,  we  are 
told,  is  being  done  in  the  interests  of  public  health  to  produce  a 
better  and  safer  milk  supply.  There  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the 
reasons  for  talk  of  compulsory  heat  treatment  of  all  milk 
produced  in  the  country. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  GOODS 

All  animals  are  slaughtered  in  Government  Slaughter 
Houses,  with  the  exception  of  cottagers’  pigs  under  licence  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Food.  During  the  year  107  pigs  and  one  beast 
have  been  slaughtered  and  the  carcases  inspected.

The  books  were  disposed  of  in  the  following  manner:

The  success  of  the  Drive  was  due  to  the  wonderful  work  of 
the  Salvage  Wardens  and  Teaching  Staffs  at  all  the  Schools  in 
the  area.  The  children  collected  books  with  tremendous  enthusi¬ 
asm.  Three  children  collected  over  1,000  books  each,  and  49 
collected  over  200  books  each. 


The  general  salvage  collection  was  maintained  at  a  high 
level,  for  which  thanks  are  due  to  the  Salvage  Wardens  for  their 
co-operation. 


The  amount  of  kitchen  waste  collected  again  increased;  there 
are  190  communal  bins  located  throughout  the  area.  The  kitchen 
waste  is  transported  to  Derby  and  in  return  we  receive  a  supply 
of  concentrated  pig  and  poultry  food.  This  material,  due  to  the 
high  food  value,  is  in  great  demand,  and  provides  a  useful  addi¬ 
tion  to  the  animal  feeding  stuff  ration.
